Captain Chandler arrived here this morning, direct

Colonel Waite, who is in command of the
department, had endeavored to reorganize and concen-
trate the troops, Lut found it impoesible (o do it, and
s compelled to carry out the orders lseued by General
Twiggs. The condust of General Twiggs had completely
demoralizged the entire force.

throughout Texss. Notwithstanding there had been a
large and valuable amount of government property
seized by fthe State sothorities, it would not
prove to be of much walue, as Ilarge quanti
ties of the stores, supplies and mules, had already.
been stolen and carried off by various parties.

Col. Waite was at San Antenlo, walting imstructions
from the War Department. The troops would shortly be
in a destitute condition, scarcely having suppliee to last
them until they could reach the Atlantic coast.

The War Depariment have just recelved intelligence
from Capt. ill, commanding the forces on the Brazos.
Ho waa at Fort Brown, ani at the lime of wriling it was
anticipated thers wonld be collision between the United
Btates troops under his command and those belonging to
the Etato authorities. He bad beem restralped from
making ap attack by the interposition of friends.

It is believed that neariy every post in Texas is by this
time in posseseion of the State autborilles.

REPORTS RELATIVE TO FORT SUMTER.”

A messenger who left Fort Sumter on the afternoon of
Tuesdey last, reports that salt provisions remain for only
fifteen days, and that only s limited amount of vegetables
is loit in the foriress. Supplies of all kinds are runniog
very low.

Rumors are current that Geueral Scott will make a re-
port to the President stating that the supply of wood at
Fort Sumter ia nearly exhaosted.
